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Introduction 

The  facts  concerning  this  family,  which  de¬ 
scended  from  Daniel  Shawver,  who  was  born  in 
Saxony  in  1734,  and  settled  in  Pennsylvania  in 
1758,  have  been  collected  from  many  sources. 
The  inspiration  to  begin  the  work  was  derived 
from  a  conversation  between  Mrs.  John  Shaw¬ 
ver  of  Crawford  County,  Ohio,  and  Elias  Shaw¬ 
ver  of  Logan  County,  Ohio,  which  took  place  in 
the  home  of  John  and  Margaret  Shick  about 
1871,  when  the  author  was  but  a  lad. 

Margaret  Shick  was  the  tenth  child  of  John 
Shawver,  of  Pennsylvania,  born  about  1790, 
married  Rebecca  Rinehart,  and  became  pioneer 
settlers  in  Crawford  County,  Ohio.  They  lived 
near  Galion,  where  some  members  of  the  family 
may  still  be  found.  They  were  mostly  farmers 
and  stock  breeders. 

A  large  number  of  the  descendants  of  Dan¬ 
iel  Shawver  and  Mary  Elizabeth  Shultz  were 
farmers  and  stock  growers,  but  many  were  me¬ 
chanically  inclined  and  became  carpenters  and 
builders,  blacksmiths  and  wagon  makers.  A 
number  were  millers.  A  few  have  been  mer¬ 
chants  or  manufacturers,  and  a  few  have  be¬ 
come  teachers  in  public  schools  and  colleges. 
Comparatively  few  have  been  lawyers  or  physi¬ 
cians,  and  very  few  have  aspired  to  hold  public 
office. 


The  author  engaged  in  lecture  work  during 
the  winter  months  of  some  twenty-five  years, 
and  in  meeting  his  engagements  in  various 
states,  occasionally  met  with  members  of  this 
branch  of  the  family,  as  well  as  with  members 
of  a  number  of  other  branches.  This  enabled 
him  to  gather  many  facts  that  would  otherwise 
have  been  very  difficult  to  obtain. 

While  this  list  contains  only  some  1200 
names,  the  descendants  of  Daniel  Shawver  now 
number  about  2500.  All  these  are  eligible  to 
The  Sons  or  Daughters  of  The  American  Revo¬ 
lution  because  of  the  service  of  George  Shultz 
three  years  and  five  months  with  the  Fourth 
Battalion  of  the  Pennsylvania  Militia.  (See

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‘Derivation  of  the  Name 

The  name  is  said  to  have  been  derived  from 
the  verb  “schaber,”  which  means  to  smooth  or 
finish  wood,  the  founder  of  the  family  having 
been  a  cabinet  or  furniture  maker,  and  an  ex¬ 
pert  in  that  line.  The  family  appears  to  have 
originated  in  Saxony  for  we  find  one  Daniel 
Shaber  engaged  as  a  furniture  maker  and  deal¬ 
er  there  who  was  born  about  1700.  Among  his 
sons  were  two  soldiers  in  the  Saxon  army  by  the 
name  of  Daniel  and  George.  They  took  part 
in  the  battle  of  Dresden  in  1756.  There  were 
only  16,000  Saxons  to  oppose  60,000  Prussians. 
The  first  day  of  the  battle  these  16,000  opposed 
30,000  in  the  advance  lines  of  the  Prussians  and 
routed  them  with  great  loss.  But  on  the  sec¬ 
ond  day  30,000  Prussian  regulars  had  arrived 
and  joined  in  the  battle  and  the  Saxon’s  supply 
of  munitions  became  exhausted  and  they  were 
compelled  to  surrender.  An  effort  was  made 
to  impress  them  into  service  against  other 
states  and  these  two  brothers  among  many  oth¬ 
ers  refused  to  enlist  to  fight  against  their  kin¬ 
dred,  many  of  whom  lived  in  the  other  southern 
states.  Thus  Daniel  and  George  Shaber  sacri¬ 
ficed  their  homes  and  property  and  went  to 
^  Switzerland  where  they  engaged  as  furniture 


makers  until  they  could  earn  enough  to  take 
them  to  America.  They  arrived  in  America  in 
1758  and  eventually  Daniel  was  located  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  near  Philadelphia,  where  he  married 
and  reared  his  family.  George  located  in 
western  Virginia  where  he  erected  a  mill  and 
reared  a  family.  Both  were  skilled  mechan¬ 
ics,  and  found  congenial  friends  among  their 
acquaintances  in  the  land  of  their  adoption. 
Their  descendants  have  scattered  widely,  but 
many  are  yet  to  be  found  near  their  original  set¬ 
tlements.  Among  the  children  of  Daniel  were 
John,  Jacob  and  Daniel.  Daughters  not  known. 
Among  the  children  of  the  third  Daniel  were 
Daniel,  Jacob  and  John.

Daniel  Shawver 

Sr8001 — Daniel  Shawver,  the  fourth  gener¬ 
ation  on  record,  was  born  at  Hanover,  York 
County,  Pennsylvania,  December  23,  1781.  He 
removed  while  yet  a  young  man  to  Jefferson 
County,  Ohio,  in  1805,  where  he  arrived  with 
only  fifty  cents.  He  worked  at  house  building 
and  furniture  making  for  the  early  settlers,  and 
the  following  year  married  Mary  E.  Shultz 
whose  parents  lived  near,  and  for  whose  father 
he  had  made  various  articles  of  furniture.  He 
purchased  a  farm  of  160  acres  the  year  after 
marriage  and  on  this  constructed  a  hewed  log 
house  typical  of  the  times.  After  three  years 
he  sold  40  acres  in  order  to  clear  the  indebted¬ 
ness  on  the  remainder.  Three  years  later  he 
repurchased  the  same  forty  acres  in  order  to 
aid  the  neighbor  out  of  the  same  predicament. 
In  addition  to  his  farm  operations  which  were 
limited  because  of  the  small  acreage  of  cleared 
land  at  that  time,  he  continued  to  work  at  the 
building  business,  and  make  all  kinds  of  fur¬ 
niture.  He  and  his  faithful  wife  reared  a 
family  of  fourteen  children,  all  of  whom  grew 
to  maturity,  married,  reared  families  and  secur¬ 
ed  homes  of  their  own.  These  were  in  the  or¬ 
der  of  their  birth:  Margaret  and  Elizabeth, 
twins,  Catherine,  George,  Jacob,  John,  Solomon, 
Elias,  Joshua,  Jonathan,  Susanna,  Sophia,  Dan¬ 
iel,  Michael.  In  1835  all  of  these  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  George,  removed  to  Logan  County, 
Ohio,  where  a  tract  of  land  was  purchased  on 


Blue  Jacket  Creek  and  a  saw  mill  erected.  In 
1837  a  large  four-story  flouring  mill  was  erect¬ 
ed  ;  six  of  the  sons,  ranging  in  ages  from  16  to 
25,  were  able  to  participate  in  this  work.  With 
the  saw  mill,  flour  mill,  blacksmith  shop  and 
farm,  all  were  kept  busy,  however.  As  the  chil¬ 
dren  married,  a  farm  was  purchased  nearby  un¬ 
til  all  had  homes. 

Margaret  was  born  1807  and  married

Chil¬ 
dren:  William  H.,  A.  Wesley,  Joanna,  Alice, 
Charles  I.,  Viola  E.  This  branch  is  complete 
to  date  and  ready  for  publication. 

From  1835  up  to  1865  all  the  members  of 
this  family  with  the  exception  of  the  older  son, 
George,  who  remained  in  Jefferson  County  and 
there  reared  his  family,  lived  and  toiled  as  in¬ 
dustrious  families  near  the  town  of  Bellefon- 
taine,  Ohio.  In  the  later  60’s  they  began  to 
scatter  after  the  death  of  the  parents.  John 
removed  to  Miami  county.  Joshua  moved  to 
Auglaize  county.  Jonathan  moved  to  Cham- 
paigne  county.  Michael  moved  to  Clark  coun¬ 
ty.  Solomon  moved  to  Central  Illinois.  All 
were  tall,  strong,  active  and  mechanical  and  it 
was  a  common  saying  from  1840  to  1860  that  if 
you  could  get  all  the  Shawvers  to  attend  a  barn 


raising  the  building  would  go  up  without  a  hitch 
or  an  accident. 

The  old  flouring  mill  built  on  Blue  Jacket 
Creek  is  still  standing  and  in  good  condition  af¬ 
ter  almost  a  century  of  service.  It  presents 
some  fine  workmanship  in  the  way  of  hewing 
with  the  old  fashioned  broad  ax,  and  of  mortise 
and  tenon  construction  of  the  huge  timbers  nec¬ 
essary  for  so  large  a  building.  Several  of  the 
son^  belonged  to  the  militia  company  of  Captain 
John  B.  Miller,  who  for  many  years  was  the 
landlord  of  The  Miller  Hotel  on  South  Main 
Street  in  Bellefontaine.  Most  of  them  were 
associated  with  the  English  Lutheran  church 
under  the  pastorate  of  Dr.  John  B.  Helwig,  Dr. 
John  W.  Goodlin  and  Dr.  L.  M.  Kuhns.  All 
were  industrious,  temperate  in  all  things,  and 
their  word  was  always  as  good  as  any  bond. 
In  five  generations  the  original  couple  has  in¬ 
creased  to  over  two  thousand  souls.

An  incident  connected  with  Joshua  Shawver, 
the  head  of  this  branch,  happened  soon  after  the 
family  located  in  Logan  County  that  may  inter¬ 
est  some  readers  of  this  day.  These  nine  broth¬ 
ers  were  all  very  fond  of  hunting  and  as  nearly 
all  the  country  was  well  timbered  it  made  a  fine 
place  for  deer,  wild  turkey,  squirrel  and  other 
game.  Joshua  and  three  of  his  brothers  went 
out  hunting  on  Christmas  Day,  1839.  The  day 
was  beautiful  but  the  game  was  shy,  and  when 
night  came  they  did  not  have  much  game  and 
they  were  tired  and  miles  from  home.  They 
decided  to  spend  the  night  in  the  hay  loft  of  a 
barn,  the  weather  being  mild  they  each  made 
a  comfortable  bed  in  the  hay'  and  were  soon 
sound  asleep.  Sometime  in  the  night  Joshua 
arose  from  his  bed  of  hay  and  in  his  sleep  re¬ 
turned  to  his  father’s  home  just  as  the  father 
was  building  the  fire  in  the  large  fireplace.  As 
Joshua  entered  the  door,  his  father  inquired 
where  he  had  left  his  gun.  This  awakened  the 
man  from  his  sleep  and  he  immediately  returned 
to  the  barn  where  his  brothers  were  wondering 
why  Joshua  had  gone  away  and  left  his  gun.

Daniel  Shawver  was  accounted  one  of  the 
most  successful  farmers  in  his  locality.  He 
was  the  owner  of  two  hundred  and  forty  acres 
on  which  were  two  sets  of  splendid  buildings. 
The  home  barn  was  70  by  100,  with  full  base¬ 
ment.  He  grew  corn  and  wheat  chiefly  and  fed 
hogs  and  beef  cattle. 

He  served  for  a  number  of  years  as  one  of 
the  directors  of  the  Logan  County  Agricultural 
Society  and  took  great  interest  in  the  annual 
fair.  He  was  also  an  official  of  the  Patrons’ 
Mutual  Insurance  Association  for  a  number  of 
years  and  was  serving  in  that  capacity  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  which  took  place  May  11,  1902, 
at  the  age  of  75  years. 

He  was  carpenter  by  trade  and  delighted  in 
wood  working.  He  was  six  feet  in  height  and 
weighed  240  pounds.  Most  of  his  brothers  were 
six  feet  in  stature,  but  no  other  one  equalled  him 
in  weight. 


Michael  Shawver  Branch 

E-14.  Michael  Shawver  was  born  in  Jef¬ 
ferson  County,  Ohio,  May  30,  1832.  He  was  the 
fourteenth  child  and  the  ninth  son  of  Daniel 
Shawver  and  Mary  E.  Shultz.  He  was  but 
three  years  old  when  the  family  removed  to 
Logan  county  and  consequently  had  no  part  in 
the  severe  toil  that  was  necessary  in  building 
the  pioneer  home  in  the  wilderness,  in  construct¬ 
ing  the  mill  race  that  was  to  divert  the  waters 
of  Blue  Jacket  creek  from  the  original  course 
and  convert  them  into  power  for  driving  the 
saw  mill  erected  in  1836  and  the  great  flouring 
mill  erected  in  1837.  It  required  a  vast  amount 
of  hard  labor  to  get  out  the  huge  timbers  for 
these  mills.  But  Jacob  was  now  twenty-five 
years  old.  John  'was  twenty-three  years  old. 
Solomon  was  twenty-two.  Elias  was  twenty. 
Joshua  was  eighteen.  Jonathan  was  sixteen. 
All  unmarried  and  living  with  the  parents  at 
this  time,  though  Jacob  was  married  in  August 
of  the  following  year.  These  six  large  and 
strong  men  under  the  leadership  of  their  father 
could  accomplish  a  vast  amount  of  work.  In 
face  of  the  fact  that  the  mill  race  was  con¬ 
structed  through  the  original  forest  and  necessi¬ 
tated  digging  out  some  monster  oaks,  roots  and 
all,  in  order  to  make  way  for  the  mill  race,  yet 
each  day  showed  progress  was  taking  place  and 
early  in  1836  the  saw  'mill  was  cutting  those 
same  huge  oaks  up  into  lumber  and  the  busy 
saw  was  to  be  heard  early  and  late.  The  eight 
hour  day  was  unknown  then.  It  was  more 
likely  eight  hours  in  the  forenoon  and  eight  in 


the  afternoon.  For  the  saw  mill  could  be  oper¬ 
ated  by  lantern  light  and  was  frequently  so 
operated  in  busy  seasons. 

Though  Michael  was  too  young  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  much  of  the  early  toil  he  unquestionably 
benefitted  by  the  experience  and  observations  of 
these  early  years.  He  had  more  chance  for 
education  that  his  older  brothers  for  Blue 
Jacket  school  house  was  located  on  his  father's 
farm.  Here  he  learned  the  most  essential  stud¬ 
ies  of  reading,  writing,  spelling,  and  figuring. 
He  also  took  advantages  of  the  singing  schools 
conducted  successfully  at  night  in  that  same 
school  house,  and  became  sufficiently  accom¬ 
plished  in  that  subject  to  teach  music  himself. 
He  even  composed  music  to  fit  some  of  his 
favorite  poems.  He  became  an  excellent  per¬ 
former  on  the  violin,  and  later  on  the  organ  and 
the  piano. 

He  married  Harriet  Rockel  of  Clark  Coun¬ 
ty,  on  April  4th,  1854,  and  established  his  home 
one-half  mile  south  of  his  father’s  homestead, 
and  between  the  farm  of  Jacob  on  the  east  and 
Jonathan  on  the  west.  The  children  are  Will¬ 
iam  H.,  Adam  W.,  Joanna,  Alice,  Charles  I., 
Viola  E.  Michael  died  Jan.  27,  1915,  aged  88 
years.

Michael  Shawver  and  his  family  removed 
from  Logan  County  to  Clark  County  in  1869. 
His  father  had  died  in  1864,  at  the  age  of  83 
years.  His  mother  died  in  1867,  at  the  age  of 
84  years.  The  old  home  ties  were  thus  brok¬ 
en  and  a  new  home  was  established  one  mile 
west  of  Tremont  City,  where  splendid  buildings 
were  erected  on  a  southern  hillside  facing  one  of 
the  principle  highways.  Here,  in  addition  to 
conducting  his  farm,  he  established  a  saw  mill 
where  he  did  custom  sawing  for  his  neighbors 
when  the  work  of  the  farm  did  not  .demand  the 
labor  of  his  hands  or  those  of  his  two  grown 
sons.  Here  in  this  delightful  country  home  it 
was  the  editor’s  pleasure  to  visit  this  family  in 
November,  1878.  All  the  children  were  yet  in 
the  home  and  when  evening  came  all  enjoyed 
a  musical  feast  that  is  seldom  excelled  in  fam¬ 
ily  groups.  The  father  played  the  violin,  of 
which  he  was  a  past  master.  William  played 
the  cornet.  Wesley  played  the  alto  horn. 
Charles  played  the  drums.  Joanna  played  the 
six  octave  organ.  The  concert  lasted  late  into 
the  night  and  will  never  be  forgotten.  While  a 
student  at  Wittenberg  College  other  visits  were 
made  to  this  home.  Then  the  children  began  to 
establish  homes  of  their  own.  The  mother  died 
in  1895.  The  father  continued  to  live  in  the 


splendid  home  with  one  of  his  sons.  During  the 
twenty  years  following  the  death  of  his  wife  he 
frequently  spent  a  few  days  in  visiting  his  rela¬ 
tives  in  Logan  County.  His  love  for  music 
continued  his  ruling  spirit.  He  would  ask  his 
nieces  to  play  for  him.  If  they  were  too  busy 
with  household  duties  to  comply,  he  would 
draw  sweet  melodies  from  the  violin  or  make  the 
piano  produce  some  of  the  charming  productions 
of  the  old  masters.  He  was  always  a  welcome 
guest  in  our  home,  and  due  to  these  visits  from 
him  he  became  the  most  cherished  one  of  my 
numerous  uncles. 

His  talents  were  not  confined  to  music 
alone.  He  was  a  splendid  mechanic  and  was  the 
originator  or  inventor  of  numerous  mechanical 
machines  which  came  into  general  use.  Some 
of  these  were  patented  but  most  of  them  were 
given  to  the  public  as  his  contribution  to  the 
general  improvement  of  the  age  in  which  he  liv¬ 
ed.  Industrious,  frugal,  painstaking,  he  ac¬ 
cumulated  a  substantial  competence  and  aidea 
each  of  his  children  to  establish  homes  of  their 
own  during  his  lifetime. — Editor.

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  John  A. 
Shawver,  a  jeweler,  of  Elmwood,  Illinois,  is  also 
connected  with  this  branch,  but  we  have  been 
unable  to  obtain  much  information  about  his 
family.  A.  P.  Shawver,  who  served  as  city  en¬ 
gineer  of  Indianapolis  for  a  number  of  years, 
$nd  later  as  chief  engineer  of  The  Indianapolis 
Construction  Company,  also  belongs  to  this 
branch. 

William  Shawver,  of  the  120th  Generation, 
was  for  many  years  engaged  as  a  builder  and 
contractor  in  Clinton  and  Highland  counties  of 
Ohio,  and  there  it  was  that  the  writer  met  him 
and  learned  some  of  the  history  of  his  branch.
